SENATE AMENDMENT 
ON MAY 16 BALLOT 


Senate Constitution al Amend- 
merit No. 2 which will appear on 
the ballot at the May 16 election 
is strongly approved by various 
civie organizations. The amend- 
ment, placed on the ballot by the 
special session of the Legislature 
in January, will permit the taxa- 
tion of property owned by the Fed- 
eral government in Califcrnia, 





Federal ownership of properiy 
in California now totals neariy 43 
per’ cent of the total area of the 
state, with an assessed valuation 
of approximately $320,000,v0v, ac- 
cording to Preston Hotchkis, p?-ssi- 
dent of the California State Cham- 
ber “of Commerce. “Under private 
ownership these federally owned 
properties would pay over $12,- 
om 09000 annually in taxes,” Mr. 

’ Hotehkis said. 

“As a result of these huge hold. 
ings, which are exempt from tax- 
atign, a severe hardship is being 
worked on local governments, 
whieh, in many instances, find a 
congiderable portion of their tax- 
able areas removed from the as- 
Sessment rolls. 

“Under the State constitution 
as ik now stands, however, Califor- 
nia ‘cannot take advantage of the 
right to tax property owned by the

FRUIT OUTLOOK 
GENERALLY GOOD 


The windup of the navel orange 
season is expected to take place 
this week. Fruit is very mature 
and is reported to be dropping 
badly in some groves, Valencias, 
according to reports, are starting 
to be picked in some localities. 
Sizes at present appear to be 
somewhat smaller than normal. 
Many packing houses are anxious 
to carry their present help di- 
rectly into the Valencia harvest. 

Heavy picking of lemons will 
continue for two more _ weeks. 
Quality and size of fruit being 
picked now are much better, with 
the amount of lemons in storage 
about normal, according to the 
San Bernardino County Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. First grade 
fruit in sizes 300 to 360’s are 
bringing ceiling prices, other 
grades below ceiling. 

Deciduous fruit crop forecast is 
generally good, with the excep- 
tion of apples of the Permain and 
Delicious varieties, for which a 
light crop is predicted. Apricots, 
judging from the bloom and set, 
will be much better than last year. 
The outlook for a peach crop 
seems very good, especially in the 
freestone varieties. Some frost 
damage has occurred in the lower 
Dunlap district, but so far the 
damage appears light.

JOBS LISTED 

Positions’ open include a few 
special jobs for women, as well 
as men and boys. Suppression 
crewman (men) at $145 per 
month; tank truck operator 
(men), salary $164 per month; 
prevention guard (men), salary 
$164 per month; fire guard, $164 
per month, (men); lookout (man 
or woman), salary $145 per 
month; lookout-aircraft observer 
(man and wife), salary $145 per 
month each; headquarters guard 
(man or woman), salary $164 per 
month; supression crewman, sal- 
ary $180 per month.
